Acting for the Right Reason 

From time to time, I will use this column to offer reflections on life in general. I 
was struck by the following piece several years ago.

When we are free from what others think or 
how they react, and when our motive is to imitate the perfect goodness of 
Christ, then we become powerful agents of God in the world.

Dear People of the Diocese of Rapid City, 

The Lord’s grace and peace to all of you! 

On Saturday, August 20 I made a pastoral visit to St. John the Evangelist parish community 
in Ft. Pierre to see firsthand the struggles and the hardships which many parishioners have endured 
since the end of May because of the flooding of the Missouri River. In addition to the flooding 
threatening both communities, Ft. Pierre and Pierre, were devastated with the unexpected departure 
of Fr. Brian Fawcett, currently dealing with an inoperable and debilitating brain tumor. As you can 
imagine, this has been a very difficult and trying time for the St. John the Evangelist community as 
they begin the long journey of recovery from the Oahe flood of 2011. 

It is estimated that 700 to 800 homes in the Fort Pierre and Pierre communities have been 
affected by the flood itself. Of these homes, 250 to 300 have major damage that includes 
crumbling foundations and the development and spread of mold throughout because of flooded 
basements and crawl spaces. This makes some of these homes uninhabitable at the present time. 

In St. John the Evangelist parish, there are 275 families, 120 of which have been affected 
by the flood in some way. Fifty five families have been displaced from their homes since the end 
of May and are having to pay rent in addition to their mortgages. They now have an additional 
financial burden of getting back into their homes following the mucking out process of removing 
wet carpets and sheet rock. This cost only adds to the already stressed financial situation of one 
third of the parish community of St. John’s. 

Because of the great need I encountered on my pastoral visit, I am asking that all parishes 
in the Diocese of Rapid City take up a second collection on the weekend of September 10-11. 

The monies collected will be managed through Catholic Social Services in Rapid City, working 
in conjunction with the Long Term Recovery Team set up at St. John the Evangelist parish. 

These monies will be used to help with immediate needs of families moving back into 
their homes, for example, helping families with school clothes and supplies in cases where their 
discretionary income is being depleted because of additional rent and flood recovery. In disasters 
such as this, there are great burdens and stresses placed upon families that have a tendency to 
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surface in the form of substance abuse, domestic violence and even divorce. Therefore the Long 
Term Recovery Team expects to hire a counselor provided by Catholic Social Services for one 
day a week to be available to meet with individuals, married couples and families. 

In answering our Lord’s call to help our brothers and sisters in need, I am asking for your 
assistance in providing some financial resources that will be used to meet these needs. While 
clearly our efforts will not be enough to restore those families to their pre-disaster condition, 
your generous response to this collection will alleviate some of the challenges they face and 
extend the compassion of Christ to those in need.
